AUDITOR’S REPORT 


COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the records 
of the Town of Waltham for the year ended 
March 1, 1959 including an examination of the 
records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


This examination consisted of a review of all 
records kept as well as an examination of avail- 
able funds and expenditures. 


The examination of the Town’s operations for 
the year show that available funds exceeded ex- 
penditures by $258.92. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance carried forward to 1959 of 
$1,941.32 was reconciled with the bank statement 
furnished by the Union Trust Company of Ells- 
worth, Maine. 


All other assets were reviewed, accounts re- 
ceivable amounting to $2,191.41 due from the 
State for Snow Removal. Transactions concern- 
ing taxes, tax hens, tax acquired property and 
accounts payable were inspected and found to be 
in order. 
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RESERVES | 


1959 excise taxes received prior to the closing 
of the books for 1958 amounting to $869.22 were 
carried forward to the following year for proper 
disbursement. 


Examination of the books show that a net 
overdraft in balances carried forward to 1959 of 
£201.06 caused mostly by an overdraft in the 
school account of $896.56 shown in Exhibit D. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$3,892.74, an increase of $317.92 due mostly to 
eredits for excise taxes and from accounts re- 
ceivable from 1957. | 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The Treasurer’s books were checked and com- 
pared with the cash book of the Selectmen and 
all cash was found to be deposited in the Union 
Trust Company. Receipts and vouchers were ex- 
amined for a period deemed necessary. Excise 
tax collections were checked for the period in 
question and found to be in order. Included in 
this report are exhibits and schedules that show 
the financial condition of the Town for the period 
covered.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service 
in the Town of Waltham for the year 1959. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing 
is to provide nursing service to people at home, 
at school, at work and in elinics, so that individ 
uals, families and community as a whole will be 
helped to achieve and maintain optimum health. 
Health, as defined by the World Health Organiz- 
ation, is ‘‘a state of complete physical, mental, 
and social well-being and not merely absence of 
disease or disability’’. 


The very important work of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing of the Maine Department 
of Health and Welfare is to provide public health 
nursing service to people in the rural areas and 
small towns. These services inelude. 


Health teaching of individuals and families : 


in their homes for the prevention of illness, pro- 
motion of health and correction of defects. 


Prevention and control of communicable dis- _ 
eases through immunization programs, detection 


and follow-up of tuberculosis and venereal dis- 
ease, and health education. 
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Under Maternal and Child care, including 


school health services - two Child Health Con- _ 


ferences were held, twenty-one children were ex- 
amined and had necessary immunizations. 


Follow-up home visiting to individuals under 
care of the various State clinics - Crippled Chil- 
.dren, Pediatric, Tuberculosis - to help patients 
and families carry out the doctor’s instructions 
for treatment.
